The  dietriot  ooiiprieee  the  pariehee  of  Easton-on- the-Hill, 
Oollyweeton  and  Duddington,  and  lies  on  the  plateau  "between  the 
Rivers  Nene  on  the  South  and  the  Welland  in  the  North*  The 
villages  in,  on  or  near  the  roewl  loading  from  Stamford  to  Kettering, 
which  on  leaving  the  former  place  aeoends  gradually  and  reaches 
a height  of  300  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  staple  industry  in  the  district  is  agriculture  with  in 
addition,  slate  quarrying  and  ironstone  mining.

Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  in 
1925  was  35,  giving  a birth  rate  of  23*84  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  18*3 

During  1926  15  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  or 
belonging  to  the  district.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of 
10.21  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population  as  against  12.2 
per  1000  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  57.14  par  1000  births. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  1925  has  been  good. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  area. 

There  is  no  Hospital  of  any  kind  in  the  district.  ^ 

At  Stamford,  which  is  close  to,  there  is  a General  Hospital, 
which  is  open  to  receive  patients  from  the  district,  and  also 
attached  to  it  are  Pevor  Blocks  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease. 

This  Hospital  is  maintained  by  endowments  and  voluntary 
subscriptions. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  district  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis,  Maternity. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  are  joade  by  which  cases 
of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  into  the  Stamford 
Infirmary.  For  these  services  the  Infirmary  receives  a Subsidy 
from  the  District  Council. 

The  fever  wards  attached  to  the  Stamford  Infirmary  have 
accommodation  for  50  cases,  and  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  and 
Diphtheria  are  treated  simultaneously. 

For  Small  Pox  arrangements  are  in  existence  in  which 
the  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Borough  of  StamP^rd 
maintain  and  use  a Hospital  conveniently  cituated  "O 
the  districts.

Water.  The  •'voter  supply  of  r^aston  is  a conducted  constant 
supply  of  most  excelient  ■’■vater,  and  is  available  and  used 
by  the  majority  of  the  in?iabita.nts.  Per  a small  nuiaber  of 
houses  the  supply  is  from  ■'veils. 

For  Collyui'eston  vind  Duddington  the  supply  of  •'vater  is 
obtained  from  wells. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  villages  in  the  district  are  so 
situated”' wrth  regard  to  the  rivers  and  streams  that  it  is 
well  nigh  impossible  for  any  pollution  to  take  place. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  T]ie  drainage  of  the  district  is 
conjoined  to  the  work  of  getting  rid  of  surface  water. 


Closet  accommodation.  The  tub  closet  is  the  type  generally 
in  use  in  t!he  disirict.  There  are  still  pit  closets  in  use 
which  are  steadily  being  converted  to  tub  closets,  and  also 
at  few  water  closets. 

Scavenging.  A system  of  Scavenging  exists  in  the  district 
and  works  very  well. 

Schools.  The  Schools  in  the  district  are  well  built,  and 
in  fine  sanitary  condition,  and  the  vvater  supply  to  each  is  good.
